400 yards; and C.,W. R. Patterson, of the Southern C.C.. 
third, with 158 miles 630 yards. Meredith rode 33 miles 
5 yards. in the last hour, 

Meanwhile, at the Crystal Palace, a one-hour motor- 
paced race was decided, this forming the chief feature of 
the Polytechnic C.C.'s spring meeting. Н. Chinn's record 
for the track (motor-pacing barred) was 29 miles 480 yards, 
and naturally with the motors making the running this 
distance was easily eclipsed on Saturday. G. A. Barnes 
was regarded as sure to accomplish the feat, but his pacer 
went wrong, and he had to retire. However, H. J. Harding 
brought: off a great performance in covering 33 miles 38 
yards, which are the best amateur figures for this country. 
Тһе winner is to be heartily congratulated on his success, 
especially ая he had none the best of luck in the early 
stages of the race. Meredith heard of Harding's figures, 
but as seen in the preceding paragraph the rider at Herne 
Hill just failed in his effort to regain the record he had set 
up and lost again duripg the afternoon. 


GOLF. 

Some of the finest golf ever seen was that shown in the 
concluding stages of the professional tournament at Rich 
mond last week-end. On Friday, Harry Vardon, J. H 
Taylor, Jack White, and Alex. Herd had qualified to 
finish the competition by holes, and some rare play was the 
outcome of the semi-finals. Vardon bad the better of the 
luck іп his match with Taylor; yet the latter was onlv 
beaten by one hole, while Herd just got the upper 
hand of White after a very stiff struggle, іп which Jack 
was certainly as good as his master. 


When the final was played Herd found Vardon much too 
good for him. "The Englishman displayed wonderful form, 
going out in 33 and: coming home in 38. Herd did 37 each 
“journey,” so that he was beaten by three holes. Vardon 
thus tookthe first prize of £25; Herd secured the second 
of £15; while Taylor and White divided third and fourth 
awards.

| is to take out the knuckle, to remove all the 


bones carefully, and to put the meat in a square 
mould. Boil the liquor with the lid of the pan 
off until it is reduced to one quart or less, strain 
| it, add the pepper, salt, andjvinegar be sure 
| not to put too much of the latter; pour it over 
| the meat in the mould and leave it to cool and 
stiffen.
